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This is a decision on the Petition to Revive Unintentionally 
Abandoned Application or Lapsed Patent (37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
October 18, 2005. The delay in treating this petition is 
regretted. 

The petition is dismissed . 

Any further petition to revive the above-identified application 
must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of 
this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are 
permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover 
letter entitled "Renewed Petition under 37 CFR 1.137." This is 
not final agency action within the meaning of 5 U.S.C. § 704.

Applicant files the instant petition, Preliminary Amendment, 
Revocation and New Power of Attorney, and Statement under 37 CFR 
3.73 (b) asserting that Ecole Polytechnique Federale de Lausanne 
is the patent owner by virtue of an assignment by the inventors, 
a copy of which was putatively attached to the Statement under 
37 CFR 3.73 (b) . 
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A review of the petition papers filed on October 18, 2005 reveal 
that no assignment was filed therewith. A further review of 
Office records reveal that no assignment of the above-identified 
application has been recorded with this Office. 

Accordingly, Applicant has failed to establish a right to take 
action in this application in accordance with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

As such, the merits of the petition will not be considered, and 
the petition is dismissed as inappropriate.
